Ten-Thousand-Dollar Millet

Vandalism or Profit Theories

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—Care- 
fully cut from its place in the great 
frame that held it while a score of 
persons wandered about admiring the 
other works ot art, Jean Francois Mil- 
let's famous painting, “The Shepherd 
and Flock,” valued at $10,000, was 
stolen from_the Art Museum in Gold- 
en Gate Park this morning about 10:15 
o'clock. 

No one saw the d thief remove 
the world-renowned canvas. The po- 
lice are without the alightest clew in 
the case. Great excitement prevailed 
waoen it became known that the mas- 
terpiece had been carried away. 

The news was telephoned to all the 
local clubs and the theft was the topic 
of conversation in cafés and amuse- 
ment places during the day. 

The painting is the property of Miss 
Sarah M. Spooner of this city, who 
is now traveling in Europe. It was 
purchased by her from T. D. Trimon 
of the Rue Lafayette, Paris. The can- 
vas is twenty-one inches long and sev- 
enteen wide. Two other paintings 
of equal value were loaned to the Art 
Museum by Miss Spooner when “The 
Shepherd and Flock was hung. They 
are Dupre's “Twilight,” and a land- 
scape by Charles Frances Daubigny. 

The police are undecided as to 
whether the theft of the painting is 
an act of vandalism, or the result of 
a well-laid plan to steal the remark- 
able Millet work, and place it upon the 
market again at some future time 
through the medium of a European 
“fence.” Detectives have been de- 
tailed on the case. 

Alexander Lawson. the? curator of 
the museum, states that shortly before 
the theft was discovered he saw a 
rather shabbily dressed man about 
[five feet, ten inches in height. carry-
